The work will be started tomor­ 
row morning, this afternoon being 
devoted to preparations for the job..

While 
during the last five years, he said, 
except for brief periods, the water 
had been kept within the standard 
b.v use of chemicals, it is not now 
within the standards and is a men­ 
ace to public health. 
The condition of the water, which 
has grown steadily worse for two or 
three weeks, according to authorities, 
is now at about the worst stage it 
could possibly be.

Mr. Stanton, asked by Tlje Tribune 
what examinations of the water had 
showed, said that the analysis re­ 
veals an exceedingly high bacterial 
count, that the bacillus ccUi !far 
exceeds the limit set by state and 
federal health standards, 
that 
it 
may produce tyfihoid fever, that the 
high turbidity and the amount of 
^eolon and other bacillus producc.< 
severe intestinal tnouble. 
In addition tqi the bad condition of 
the water there is stagnant mud in 
the reservoirs arhich is an additional 
breeding.g>lace for bacteria. There is 
so much fine sand and sttfcnant mud 
that chemicals can not remove all of 
the bacteria, he sqid. ' 
“The condition of the water is the 
worst since I have been here in five 
years,” he said. "Most o.f the time the 
water has been within the standard 
with respect to bácteria, except dur­ 
ing temporary high wateg for failure 
to clean reservoirs. The company has 
been cleaning reservoirs once or 
twice a year but in the last year has 
made no attempt to cl^an them, 
“It looks to me as if there is a 
criminjil indifference to the health 
of the people of the city.”

English 


T R A F F I C E X A M P L E 


London, Aug. 21.—London news- 
■papors have contained many a r­ 
ticles of late about things that are 
better done in America, and espe­ 
cially in New York, than they are 
here. 
Englishmen have been told 
in effect by Uie writer* of these 
articles that they should not con­ 
sider themselves properly educat­ 
ed until they have been to Amer­ 
ica and found out how much they 
don’t knpw. 
And now by way of contrast, it 
would seem, an American business 
man, W. S. Ashby, tells In the 
Dally Chronicle of various things 
lie has seen here which are much 
bettor done than in New York. 
Especially does he commend the 
handling of tlio street traffic in 
London as compartMl 
with New 
York’s way of doing it. 
“The first thing to impress one 
on arriving from New York,” he 
said, “is the quiet and absehce of 
liurry. 
At first Ihouglit one might 
surm ise that the Englisli are slow, 
and we have had enough reports 
to 
that 
effect 
to 
w arrant our 
thinking so. 
"But 
first 
impressions, 
while 
vivid, are wrong. 
“There is an absence of bustle 
and noise, but no appreciable eac- 
rilicG o f speed. 
“At the crossing there Is no 
shrilling of traffic officers’ whis­ 
tles, m> banking of pedestrians on 
the curb, no stopping of vehicular 
traffic for blocks. 
"The traffic officer is in the 
midst of it all and is busy every 
moment. 
He stands there, calm, 
deliberate, almost in a detached 
sort of way, but there is precious 
little that misses his eye. 
“Instead .(rf holding up traffic at 
long intervals, the officer seems to 
keep it moving along in all direc­ 
tions at once, and at many of Lon­ 
don’s corners the 'all directions’ is 
well iiseil. for streets radiate in 
several 
directions.

directs 
trafficc, rather than stops it and 
starts it. 
“And here is another thing ahout 
the English—their courtesy. 
They 
are anxious to help, and 'please’ 
and ‘thank you’ are frequently 
used words In the language.

for your fare, the waiter thanks 
you for you rtlp, the lift man 
thanks you when you give him the 
number of your floor. 
“Tlio London policeman knows

“So it one were to check up on 
tlie question I would say that for 
all the Londoner’s apparent de­ 
liberation, he is moving tow ards 
his destination as quickly far less 
New Yorker, and making far less 
hubbub about it.

“It is this quiet efficiency that 
is misleading, and is so often mis­ 
taken for slowness.”
